Onferences are frequently held at Court 

upon the prefent Juncture of Affairs , 

and particularly on the Means of put- 

ting an End to the Troubles of Hun- 

gary. “We impatiently expect to hear 

what Anfwer the Malecontents will give to the 
new Propofals of Accomodation that are fent to 
them on the Part of the Emperor. *Tis advis'd from 
the Upper Hungary, that Monfieur Defalleurs the 
French Minifter, who lately fet out from Temifwaer 
accompanied by feveral French Officers and with a 
large Sum of Money, to go to Prince Ragotski, had 
not been long gone from Temifwaer when an Exprefs 
arriv'd there from the new Graad Vizier with an Or- 
der to the Governour of that Place to detain him and 
his Companions. Our laft Advices from Tranfilva- 
nia, are, that the Malecontents of thar Country had 
attack’d the Fort of Deva; but were thrice repuls'd 
with great Lofs: And that General Rabutin has fince 
provided that Place with all things neceffary for en- 
abling the Garrifon to hold out above a Year. Ge- 


ner2! Cufaniis,gone from hence, to the Army com- 


manded by General Heifter, Letters of the sth of 
this Month from Oedembourg, tell us, that the Lieu- 
tenant Collonel of the Regiment of Gronsfeldt, being 
on the March with 900 Men to reinforce the Garrifon 
of that Place, and being inform’d by the way that 
250 Malecontents were refrefhing themfelves in New- 
fidler, he went thither, with all Expedition ; and ha- 
ving caus’d that little Town to be furrounded by Part 
of his Troops, he entred it with the reft and attack’d 
the Malecontents, who being furpriz’d 80 of them 
were kill'd and moft of the reft were taken, a few 
finding means to make their Efcape. After which 
the faid Lieutenant Collonel continued his March to 
Ocdenburg, and is now quarter'd with his Men in the 
Suburbs of thar Place. An Officer that arriv’d here 
today from Presburg, brings Advice, that General 
Heifter has caus’d the Regiment of Dragoons of Ba- 
reith to pafs the Danube there, and order’d them to 


joyn at Oedembourg the 900 Men we have mention’d : 


Which Troops, with fome others, are to form a. flying 
Campon this fide of the Danube under the Command 
of General Palfi Ban of Croatia. 
Vienna, March 11. TheKing of the Romans is re- 
folv’d to make the Campaign on the Upper-Rhine, 
and tis ralk’d his Majefty will be going thither from 
hence about the Beginning of May. 2 or 3 daysago 
we receiy’d confirm’d Advice from Tranfilvania, that 
General Rabutin had atrack’d and defeated a Body 
of 16000 Malecontents, tho’ he had with him no 
more than 2100 Men: And Yefterday came Letters 
from Arath dared the 2oth of laft Month, which in- 


form us, that after that Action the faid General ha- 


ving Intelligence that 2000 Malecontents were ina 
Village near Hermanftad, he difpatch’d thither 1000 
Cuiraffiers, who at break of day fucpriz’d thofe Male- 
contents and charg’d them fo vigoroufly, that they 
kill'd above 1000 of them on the Spot, and took Pri- 
foners and catried to Hermanftad 75, together with 
6s0 Horfes which they took with them. Quarters 


are prepar’d in our Suburbs, for the 2 Regiments of 
Salm and Tollet that are expected here daily from Ba- 
varia, in order to go and reinforce General Heifter’s 
Army. The Malecontents are reported to have 12000 
Men on this fide of the Danube ; which Number is 
divided into feveral Bodies that are commanded by 
the Counts Caroli, Efterhafi, and Bothiani : Some of 
them are in the Ifand of Raab, and others in the 
Country adjacent to it ; their Parties make frequent 
Excurfious, one of them carried off lately 5000 Sheep 
out of the Lordfhip of Altembourg, and another fore’d 
the {mall Town of Wiffenbourg to pay them S000 
Florins Contribution. 

Vienna, March 14. The Regiment of Foot of Tol- 
let arriving here from Bavaria has pa(s'd the Danube 
to march to Hungary to reinforce General Heiter. 
The King of the Romans, accompanied by fevera! 
Lords of the Court, took a Review of this Regiment 
before its departure from hence. That of Salm is 
daily expected to arrive here. ’Tis talk’d Prince Bu- 
gene of Savoy will fet our from hence for Italy to- 
wards theEnd of this Month. We have advice from 
Presburg, that Count Caroli advanc’d from Raab 
the 12th Inftant into the Neighbourhood of Presburg 
with a ftrong Body of Malecontents, and burnt feve- 
ral Villages. We have alfo Letters from Eyflenftadt 
which fay, that Monfieur Globen Lieutehant Collonel 
of the Regiment of Gronsfeldt, being abroad with 200 
Men, and having Intelligence that 400 Maleconrents 
were at Offup, he march’d thither with all Diligence, 
and atrack’d and routed them, killing 20 of them and 
taking 3 Colours : After which, upon Count Caroli’s 
advancing towatds him with 2000 Men, he retir'd 
into the Church of Margarete, a Place not far from 
Offup, and defended himfelf with great Bravery till 
the Regiment of Dragoons of Bareith came from Oc- 
dembourg to his relief and oblig’d Count Caroli to 
retire, The faid Count appear’d agen Yefterday 
near Manefdorf, with 7oo Men. A Party of Male- 
contents, in Number 3000 Men, pa({s’d the Waag vo- 
ther day near Sereth, andgghe Officer who command- 
ed them advanc’d with Part of them fo near the Bridge 
the Imperialifts have laid over the Branch of the Das. 
nube that runs by the Left fide of the Ifland of Schur, 
that the Imperialifts thought fit to fire {ome Cannon- 
fhot at them to oblige them to retire. The Militia of 
Moravia, making together 20000 Men, have taken 
Arms and are advanc'd to the Frontier of Hungary, 
in their way to the Army under General Heifter,who 
will (‘tis fuppos’d) when they have joyn’d him, pafs 
the Waag to act offenfively againft the Malecontents.

Ausburg, March 15. The Fortifications of Munich 
are demolifhing, and the Artillery, Arms, and Ammu- 
nition, found in the Arfenal, are carried to Ingolftad, 
to be fent from thence down the Danube to Vienna.
